SENSIBLE. MODERN SILOS. 


A I'-inulUar Tiilli on u I'ojmlui' Subject by 


u Xmv IKn^lijnil 1'ariuor. 


Tbo silo lisa ceased to bo a craze. Its 


cost has also bei.-u cut down to tho finest 
point, possible. Tho uso of inaaon work 
wells and o.-rrcurfvo excavations lias 
been tabooed by many experienced and 
economical builders. A strong framo is 
put up—profcra.bly in a side hill, where 
t'ae green cropii can bo bnuled by th' 
teams nearly oi quite to tho top of tho 
\At, or tho sam 3 sized structure can be 
partitioned off hi ono end or corner of 
ths barn. 
This structure should bo 


sheathed or clapboarded on tho outside 
and roughly boarded horizontally with- 
in. It should the a bo lined with thick 
tar paper of two or thrco ply, which in 
turn is covered iu by matched pine or 
spruce lumber planed on one sldo and 
put on verticr.liy. 
Tho pinned side 


should be exposed to tbo contents of tho 
pit after it haa boeu thoroughly oonted 
with the bard, brittle compound of coal 
tar. 
This main's a perfect surface unfl 


prevents Uio moisture from soaking tho 
lumber. Acco"dhib- to tho assertion of 
a Kew Engltu d correspondent of Tho 
Farm Journal, who writes that for all 
section-] nothirg exceeds in usefulness 
the common corn crop of which to niako 
eiibiiago, and ofter innumerable trials, 
e:qicriencc- has taught American farmers 
that for tlio bc=,t eusilugc the method of 
culture should not ditter from that be- 
stowed upon tie c-rop raised for grain. 


Tho time of harvest should abo bo the 


satno or when the crop has reached ma- 
turity, in whict the ears are glazed. For 
tho pake of having the corn in the best 
condition to ii_ako .the most nutritious 
ensilage that variety native to tho local- 
ity whcro tho onsilngo is to be mado is 
widely proferrafl, because- it is sure to 
mature. 


The more givin this crop can bo mad,- 


to produce tho better. 
Tbo ears may bo 


picked and thrown in benps as tho cu- 
silago is cut, or tbo crop entire may lie 
run through tho cut'or and put in thu 
pit. 
Perfect ci silage can bo made with- 


out cutting it ii to the silo, and thocoarit 
is adapted to small farms, obviating tbo 
purchase of exijeusivo machinery, which 
would berequiredolherwi.se. But when, 
10 to 30 cows or their equivalent in oth- 
er stock arc kept, experience teacln s tho 
profitable emplnvmcat of nincbim-i-y to 
cut the green fcdder from a half inch to 
H inches long.
